Invade Natal by the Important Pass of Cundy 


Cleugh Near to Newcastle 


LORD ROSBERY STATES HIS POSITION 


Party Differences Must be Dropped when Nation is Assailed 


Kruger Impresses Burghers to Put Faith in God who 


Directs the Bullets, Wars Signs Everywhere, 


But Great Britain will Not Declare

Did Not W alt on Time 


If the latest reports which are con- 


firmed from various points in South 
Africa, are true, the Boers have not 
waited for the expiration of the time 
limit in their ultimatum, but have al- 
ready crossed the border as they would 
be entitled to do in virtue of the noti- 
fication in the last paragraph of the 
ultimatum, also by the British acknow- 
ledgement, which arrived so speedily 
as to amount to a certainty that the war 
party in Great Britain voluntarily as- 
sumed the stigma, virtually declaring 
war. 


Consuls and Diplomat* I<eave 


Montague White, consul general for 


the South African republic here, closed 
the consulate this afternoon and im- 
mediately left for the continent. 


It is expected Conyngham Greene, 


British diplomatic agent in the Trans- 
vaal, will leave Pretoria tonight.

pelled to regard the action of her ma- 
jesty's government as a formal declara- 
tion nf war, and will net hold itself re- 
sponsible for the consequences thereof, 
and that in the event of any further 
movement of troops occurring within the 
above-mentioned time in a nearer direc- 
tion to our holders, this government will 
be compelled to regard that also as a 
formal 'declaration of war.

I ever received an ultimatum. 


Lord James of Hereford, chancellor of 


the Duchy of Lancaster, at Aberdeen, 


I last night, referred to President Kru- 
| ger's ultimatum, and said: "Apparently 


the hopes of peace are virtually de- 
stroyed. 
If we were to withdraw our 


troops at President Kruger's bidding we 
should suffer the greatest humiliation." 
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Late yesterday afternoon the colonial 


office gave out the text of th« following 
telegram, transmitted by Mr. Milner to 
Joseph Chamberlain, received yester- 
day: 


Sir: 
The government of the South 


African Republic feel* Itself compelled 
to refer the government of her ma- 


'.' jesty, Queen of Great Britain and Ire 
j land, once more to the convention of 


London, 1S84, concluded between this re- 
public and the United Kingdom, and 
which, In article XIV, secures certain 
specified rights to the white population 
of this republic, namely, that: 


AH persons, • other than natives, on 


conforming themselves to the laws of 
the South African republic: 
o-Will havo full liberty, with their 


families, to enter, travel or realde in any 


part of the b'outh African repuoiic. 


b—They will be entitled to hire or pos- 
sess houses, manufactories, warehouses, 
shops and other premises. 


c—They may carry on Uieir commerce 


pi'lier iii person or by any agent or 
agents whom they may think fit to em- 
ploy. 


d—They shall not be subject, in re- 


spect to their premises or property, or in 
respect of their commerce and industry, 
to any taxes other than those which arc, 
or may be. imposed upon the citizens of 
the said republic. 


This government wishes further 
to 


observe that the above are the only 
rights which her majesty's government 
have reserved in tho above convention 
with regard to the outlander population 
of this republic, and that a violation 
only of those rights could give that gov- 
ernment a right to diplomatic represen- 
tations or intervention, while, moreover, 
the regulating of all other questions af- 
fecting the position of the rights of the 
outlander population, under the above 
mentioned convention, is handed over 
to the government and representatives 
of the people of the South African Re- 
public. 
Among the questions, the regulation of 


which falls exclusively within the com- 
petence of this government and of the 
volksraad, are included those of fran- 
chise and the representation 
of the 


people in this republic, and, 
although 


this exclusive right of this government 
and the volksraad for the representation 
of the people is indisputable, yet this 
government has found occasion to dis- 
cuss, in friendly fashion, the franchise 
and representation of the people with her 
majesty's government, without, how- 
ever, recognizing any right thereto on 
the part of her majesty's government. 
This government has also, by the 


formulation of the now existing fran- 
chise law and by a resolution with re- 
gard to the representation, constantly 
held these friendly discussions before its 
eyes. On the part of her majesty's gov- 
ernment, however, the friendly nature of 
these discussions has assumed more and 
more a threatening tone; and th« minds 
of the people of this republic and the 
whole of South Africa have been excited 
and a condition of extreme tension has 
been created owing to the fact that her 
majesty's government could no longer 
agree to the legislation respecting the 
franchise and the resolution respecting 
representation in this republic, and 
finally by your note of Sept. . 25, 1899, 
which broke off all friendly correspon- 
dence on the subject and intimated that 
her majesty's government must now 
proceed to formulate their own proposals 
for the final settlement. 


This government can only see In the 


above intimation from her 
majesty's 


government a new violation of the con- 
vention of London, 1884, which does not 
reserve to her majesty's government the 
right to a uni-lateral settlement of a 
.question which is exclusively a domestic 
one for this government, and which has 
already been regulated by this govern- 
ment. 


On account of the strained situation 
and the consequent' serjous loss in and 
interruption of trade in'general, which 
the correspondence respecting franchise 
and the representation of the people of 
this republic has carried In its train, her 
majesty's government have recently 
pressed for an early settlement, and 
finally pressed by your Intervention for 
an answer within 48 hours, a demand 
subsequently somewhat modified, to 
your note of Sept. 12. replied to by the 
note of this government of Sept. 15, and 
to your note of Sept. 25, 1899; and there- 
after further friendly negotiations were 
broken off, this government receiving an 
intimation that a proposal for a final 
settlement woulC shortly be made. 


Although this promise was once more 
"epeated,* the proposal, up to now, has 
not reached this government. Even 
while friendly correspondence was still 
going on, the increase of troops on a 
large scale was introduced by her 
majesty's government, the troops being 
stationed in the neighborhood of the 
borders of this republic. 
Having regard to occurrences in the 


history of this republic which it is unnec- 
essary here to call to mind, this republic 
felt obliged to regard this military force 
in the neighborhood of its borders as a 
threat against the independence of the 
South Africa^ republic, since it was 
aware of no circumstances which would 
justify the presence of such a military 
force in South Africa and neighborhood 
of its borders. 


In an answer to an inquiry with re- 


spect thereto, addressed to his excel- 
lency, the high commissioner, this gov- 
ernment received, to its great astonish- 
ment, in answer a veiled insinuation } 
that from the side of the republic an at- : 
tack was being ma.de on her majesty's 
colonies, and, at the samt time, a mys- 
terious reference to possibilities, where- 
by this government was strengthened in 
Us suspicion that the independence of 
this republic was being threatened. 


As a defensive measure this govern- 
ment was therefore obli.ged to send a 
portion of the burghers of this republic 
In order to offer requisite resistance to 
similar possibilities.

Jury of the 
United States district court here Tues- 
day afternoon on -the charge of em- 
bezzling $5500 of the bank's funds. 


Hough was later arranged in court. 


He pleaded nolo contendere,. and was 
sentenced for a term of five years in jail. 
One year of the term is to be spent in 
Strafford county jail at Dover and four 
years in the Hillsbortf cdUnty jail at 
Manchester. 


Hough was formerly teller of the Co- 


checo Saving's bank, of .Dover, which 
failed together with. .tht. National bank 
last summer 


Hough was taken to Dover, accom- 


panied by his wife and counsel, John 
Klvel. A carriage was in waiting at the 
station and the party soon arrived at the 
Jail, where Hough la to sipend th« first 
year of his sentence. 


OUR GREAT PROSPERITY 


Declared by Senator Hoar to be Due to Re 


publican Administration 


Discuss the Nation's Foreign Policy in the Near Future, 
McKinley the Harbinger and Creator of Two Great 


Periods in the History or the United States 


Worcester, Mass., Oct. 11.—A cordial, 


and inspiring "welcome home" was given 
last night to the senior --pe<nator from 
Massachusetts, George F. Hoar, from his 
European trip. 
It was one of the most 


noteworthy political demonstrations in 
the history of Worcester county. 
The 


hall was filled with Republicans from all 
over the coir^ry. The full Republican 
state ticket was present, and Governor 
WcJcott, with members of his iicrsonal 
staff, the governor's council, senators 
and representatives from all parts of the 
state, with the members of the state 
committee were present on the platform, 
fc'ith many others. 


Chairman Partridgfe of the'city com- 


tnittee called the meeting to order and 
Introduced Theodore C. Bates as presid- 
ing officer. 


The ovation with which the venerable 


senator was greeted was one which fitly 
expressed the love of the people for him. 
It was spontaneous and required several 
minutes before the senator could make 
himself heard. He said: 


"It is not my purpose to address this 


audience except to acknowledge your 
cordial greeting, which is but another 
token of the great and unfailing kind- 
ness I have experienced at the hands of 
my fellow citizens of Worcester now, for 
more than 50 years. 


"I pledge my loyal support and hearty j 


approval of the doings of the recent state I 
convention. I stand by the candidates 
and I stand by the platform. 1 wish to 
repeat on my return home the last word 
I said when I went away. Every man 
who knows President ' McKiuie f likes 
him. Every man who Know* him as well 
a,s I d% loves hiiE. His has been the rare 
good fortune accorded to no other man 
In the history of our country, that his 
name is known and will go down in his- 
tory as the harbinger andi creator of two 
periods of unexampled prosperity. 


"When the tariff known by his name 


was the law of the land the laboring 
man, the business man, the commerce, 
the manufacturer and the investment of 
property in this country had attained not 
only what was the high water mark in 
the United States, but the high water 
mark of prosperity, ever reached by any 
country in all history. The repeal of 
that measure was followed by a period 
of adversity, which cost the United 
States, in my judgment; not speaking'of 
the loss of life and health, but only of 
money, a larger sum tjran the Civil war 
itself.

Treasury In Anticipate Interest. 


Washington, Oct. 11.—Assistant Sec-

The interest due Nov. 1 will be 


paid In full, without discount, but if 
holders of bonds wish to take advantage 
of the offer to anticipate Interest due 
at subsequent dates, a discount at the 
rate of .2 of 1 percent a month will be 
exacted. 
The amount of Interest due 


from now until the end of the fiscal year 
i« about $30,000,000. 
The prepayment 


of this amount will, it is believed, be a 
relief of much Importance to the present 
stringent money situation, while, on the 
other hand, the discount will be a saving 
of a largo amount to the government. 
The treasury Is in a position to advance 
these Interest payment* without the 
least embarrassment

Admiral Dewey stood on the rear plat- 


form. 
From this he walked across the 


lawn to where an open landau was la 
waiting. 
As the admiral walked across 


the lawn, a band played "Under the 
Double Eagle." 
As Admiral Dewey 


stepped into the carriage, a salute of 
17 guns was fired from behind a mass of 
shrubbery near by. 
Admiral Dewey, 


remaining erect in the carriage, with hat 
and gloves in hand, bowed and smiled 
to the people around him- 
He was 


dressed in a gray cutaway suit, and wore 
a silk hat! 
The admiral's son then took 


a seat, and the crowd closed in around 
the carriage, until the admiral looked 
into a sea of faces. 


Just at the steps of the carriage stood 


a man in working clothes, Michael Mc- 
Kenzie. 
Suddenly McKenzie threw his 


cap into the air and yelled: 
"Let's give 


three cheers for Admiral Dewey, the 
hero of Ma-nlla." The cheer began, but 
it stopped in the amazement caused by 
what followed. 
The admiral looked at 


the man, dropped his hat and gloves and 
then impulsively 
shook McKenzie's 


hand. 
Instantly the hands of the crowd 


were outstretched toward the carriage, 
but Admiral Dewey started bac.k, 'and 
said: "No, no, I can't do that, myhands 
are very sore; too sore for that." .Then 
bowing again, and speaking almost in- 
audibly an expression of thanks, he sat 
down. 
The crowd drew back a HtUe, 


and Lieutenant Brumby and Dr. \V«--bl> 
took their seats, and the carriage passed 
out of the station grounds.

Along the road were drawn up. about 


JOO school children, each with a Hag, and 
headed by their teacher. At a slgpal the 
Children sang a parody on "Yankee 


uooaie uandy," beginning "Yankee 
Dewey Went to Sea." 


The movement of the carriage was so 


timed that rt. reached the end of the line 
just as the chorus v-'as ended, and the 
admiral, who had stood up in passing, 
bowed his acknowledgements. The ad- 
mjr.\l was then driven to the Shelburne 
House, the magnificent country seat of 
Dr. Webb at Shelburne Farms, three 
miles away. In the carriages which fol- 
lowed were other members of the party. 


Away from the bustle and worriment 


which have been a part of the honors so 
amply paid him, the admiral is in ab- 
solute quiet. 
He has, as he himself ex-

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THE BOER AND THE BRITISH: 


W 


HY Is it that the Orange Free 
State sides with the Transvaal? 
That is a matter often asked 


about, but little understood in America. 
When the first clash came between 
the Boer and tb« Briton, it occurred 
away back in 1^34. The Boers claimed 
the right to enslave the South African 
native tribes. 
The British contested 


this right and won their point. AVhen 
the emancipation proclamation of 1S31 
came into effect, the Boers who had 
released slaves were given compensa- 


At the Orange river this great band 


of oppressed "trekkers" divided into two 
parts' One part founded the Orange 
Free State, and the other, continuing 
further eastward, founded Natal. Al- 
though the Orange Free State was sub- 
sequently conquered by the English and 
the Boers of Natal.were forced to seek 
a new freedom by crossing the river 
Vnal and founding the Transvaal, both 
little republics in time regained their 
nomin.il independence. 


Linked together by common blood and 


in the Free State as in the Transvaal. 
Judge Steyn's election to the presiden- 
cy, therefore, was both promoted and 
indorsed by President Kruger. 


During the Jameson raid into the 


South African Republic, at a time when 
that English buccaneer had the tacit, if 
not the active, sympathy of all uitland- 
ers in both the Orange Free State and 
the Tiuiibvaal, President Steyn stood 
for the conservative, or Boer, interests. 
His subsequent election showed the 
growing tide of opposition among the 


north of Cape Colony and east of Grl- 
qualand, with the Transvaal on its 
1101 th and Natal on its east. Its area 
is 48,3^6 square miles, and its present 
population is about 210,000, of which 
about 85,000 are whites. The govern- 
ment consists of a president and a coun- 
cil appointed by the volksraad. The- 
country is divided into 19 districts, each 
district having: a landrost, appointed by 
the president and confirmed by the 
volksraad. This last mentioned admin- 
istrative body, by the way, is a legisla-

The Famous Stonehenge Cromlech. 


The latest remarkable move of that remarkable man, Sir Thomas Lipton, 


is reported to be an effort to purchase Stonehenge, the ancient and mysterious 
remains which are shown in the accompanying illustration. Readers of Thom- 
as Hardy's "Tess" will remember the romantic part which these historic old 
stones play in the life of the daughter of the D'Urbervilles. Sir Edmund An- 
Irobus is the present owner of Stonehenge and its surrounding acres on Salis- 
bury plains and has offered the entire grounds to the British government for 
$625,000. At this ridiculous figure the historic spot was politely declined, though 
it is now rumored that Sir Thomas Lipton is negotiating for its purchase at a 
far more reasonable figure. The secret of Stonehenge has baffled alike the an- 
tiquary, the architect and the engineer. Inigo Jones attributed to the Romans 
the feat of placing one unwieldy stone upon another, with what appliances the 
i^reat engineer could scarce suggest. The typical antiquary, however, assigns 
the date to a remoter period, and the Druid gets his hoary allusion.

Maryland Agricultural college, is the scientist %vho has been startling- the 
world with his novel theory for putting condemned criminals out of existence. 
That the gallows and the electric chair are both sure means of death is be- 
yond question, but the objectionable point has been the advisability of using 
any method of capital punishment whereby a condemned criminal is mutilated. 
Popular sentiment is naturally opposed to any such physical mutilation as the 
burning out of a victim's eyeballs, as sometimes happens during electrocution, 
or to the prolonged agony of the condemned when the neck is not broken in 
the drop from a gallows. This has led to the suggestion by Professor Johnson 
that hydrocyanic gas be used for putting condemned murderers to death. This 
gas is one of the deadliest known to chemical science, and, besides diffusing 
rapidly and having a pleasant odor, produces death easily and painlessly. A 
room or cell could be filled with it in 15 seconds, by which time the prisoner 
would have expired. Professor Johnson has himself accidentally been under 
the influence of the gas, and has stated that the effect was not at all discom- 
forting.

"No man need doubt that I shall ut- 


ter my opinions upon all tha great ques- 
tions which concern the people and 
with which congress will have to deal 
at its coming session, especially the 
great and overshadowing' question of 
our foreign policy, in which I have- been 
unable to agree with so many of my 
political associates^ 
fearlessly 
and 


fully in due time, as becomes a lover 
of liberty and as becomes a senator of 
Massachusetts." 


In these the senator pledges his sup- 


port to the state platform, says very 
kind things about the president and 
declares he will be outspoken on mat- 
ters of national policy as they come be- 
fore congress for settlement. 
To say 


the least Senator Hoar's position Is 
ambiguous. We do not know whether 
to take the pledge to the platform and 
his good-will to the president or his re- 
marks about his future cause the more 
seriously. Some one of these must mean 
more to him than the other, but which 
one the senator gives us no means of 
knowing.

Light Wind and Heavy Fog Caused Anolhtr 


Postponement of the Yacht Race. 


New York, Oct. 11.—Another trial to 


Bail the first race for the America's cup 
was given up Tuesday, the committee 
officially declaring the race off for the 
day soon after the hour scheduled for 
the contest to start. At that time there 
Vas scarcely any wind, and a dense fog 
hung over the water, completely obscur- 
ing the course 
It would have been use- 


less to start under such conditions, and 
the race was therefore called off for the 
day. 


But the weather bureau, with its scien- 


tific method's, had predicted fair weather 
with freshening winds, and a few clung 
vainly to the hope that ihe bureau's 
prognostications would turn out true for 
once. The public backed Uncle Sam's 
weather oracle and put to spa. But not 
in such numbers as last week. Many of 
the bightseers who witnessed the three 
flukes, at an average cost pfr fluke of 
from $5 to $25, had lost their courage, 
and it will take a race to restore their 
confidence. 


Meantime the racers lay tied to their 


big buoys inside the Horseshoe. The fog 
had let down its curtains all around 
them. The circle of their vision was 
barely 200 yards in diameter. The sun 
bored a way into tii« gloom but could not 
penetrate it. Once or twice .only its dim 
outlines could just be discerned through 
the haze. There was no wind to lift the 
cloud of mist that rested on the water. 
If anything the fog seemed to grow 
denser as the time for the yachts to get 
under way approached. The fog was so 
thick that it was manifestly Impossible 
for the yachts to put to sea in such 
weather. The danger of being run down 
alone would have deterred them. 


Messrs. Llpton and Iselin had agreed 


at 9 o'clock not to sail unless the fog 
lifted and there was a suitable breeze. 
So the big sloops dawdled idly at their 
moorings. Their crews loafed about the 
deck with nothing to do but wait. The 
prospect of a race was never at any time 
good enough to even Justify them in re- 
moving the covers from their mainsails. 


Shortly before 12 o'clock the commit- 


tee boat, which had gone outside to take 
a last look around, returned and report- 
ed no indications of a change In the 
weather, so the formal announcement 
was made that there would be no race.

BRILLIANT RAIN OF FIRE 


Something About the Unuiuil Heavenly 


Display Coming November 14 


Kc-xt month, on the night of No- 


vember 14, there will occur one of the 
grandest spectacles ever afforded by 
the heaven, and one which comes only 
cnce 
In a generation, the fall of 


meteorites known as the Leonids. It 
will be visible from all of this part of 
the world and if the sky is clear it is 
rrooable that most of the population 
of. this city, as in other places, will 
ppoi'd much of the night in watching 
the heavens. All over the world, as- 
tronomers are making elaborate prep- 
arations for scientific observation of 
tho rare occurrence, but the chief in- 
terest will be in the beauty of the sight 
from a merely spectacular point of 
view. 


Every November there is a heavenly 


display of this kind, when the earth 
crosses the 
orbit of the heavenly 


stream, but this year the earth crosses 
the stream where the remnants of some 
planet are especially numerous and 
many so called falling stars are seen. 
In 1866 there was a fine display of 
celestial fireworks and in 1833 the heav- 
ens were ablaze with the visitors from 
another sphere. 


From the present estimate it may be 


expected that the showers will reach 
a maximum at 1 a. m. on the morning 
of the 15th of November. They will 
probably begin three or four hours 
earlier than this to fall in small bursts. 
They will continue throughout the 
morning of the lath of November, and 
will be more or less observable during 
the evenings of the 15th. 16th and 17th 
of November, although on each suc- 
ceeding day the number of meteors 
observable will diminish. 


The meteorites will touch the atmos- 


phere of the earth and become ignited 
by the rapidity of their flight. Count- 
less millions of them will fall and they 
will appear red, white, orange, green 
and all the colors of the rainbow. The 
fact that they ignite and dissolve, on 
contact with the atmosphere is all that 
saves the earth from destruction by 
them. 


A part of what Professor Harkness, 


of the United States naval observatory 
astronomical department, says of thia 
November display, will be of especial 
interest: 


"In weight these meteors and mete- 


orites vary from a few grains to many 
pounds. They strike the earth's atmos- 
phere and begin to burn at the height 
of 74 miles, and are generally entirely 
consumed at a height of 50 miles. The 
terrible heat generated by the meteors 
when they strike the upper regions of 
the atmosphere can be better realized 
when we remember that the 
earth 


travels at a rate exceeding a thousand 
miles an hour, while the meteors are 
traveling at an even greater rate when 
they come in contact with the atmos- 
phere. 


"The 
phenomenon of a great mete- 


orite shower is generally a perfectly 
noiseless one .When the streak is first 
formed it 
is narrow and perfectly 


straight, but it soon becomes serpen- 
tine and assume:- an irregular figure, 
as it drifts along jnder the influence 
of the wind curentg in the upper region 
of the atmosphere. These streaks or 
tails are of various colors, owing part- 
ly to the composition of their elemen- 
tary substances and partly to their 
altitude. Some are of a delicate green- 
ish hue. while others light up the skies 
with a ruddy glov. Streaks of or?nge, 
red nnrl white, with bluish --hitp, cv- 
mingle to form a most remarkable 
and beautiful spectacle'. Occasionally 
an orange colored meteo" may be ob- 
served leaving in its wako a streak of 
green." 


There a,re many who remember the 


display of 1866, but not so many v.-hocan 
go back to the time before, in 18TJ. In 
this connection the story of the ]r",:; 
display as told by a former Berksnn r- 
county man, C. E. Spring, now of 
Michigan, will prove of interest to local 
readers. He was at that time living 
in Pitsfield. On the evening of Novem- 
ber 13, 1833, Mr. Spring, accompanied 
a young lady friend to her home across 
the mill race. Whether it was his wont 
or through some fortunate chance Mr. 
Spring does not say, but that night he 
remained at the young lady's house 
until midnight. He had progressed on 
his homeward journey about 20 rods 
when a rain of fire descended uponhim. 
Dodging was out of the question for 
the rods of fire seemed to have the 
speed of bullets and the bombardment 
was accompanied by a crashing as of 
heavy artillery. The sky was lighted 
up nearly equal to daylight and Mr. 
Spring could see his hostess of a few 
minutes before standing at her door. 
She may have been scared ,but Mr. 
Spring was more so and all thoughts of 
gallantry being driven out of his head 
he ran for home with'all his speed. The 
display continued all night and Mr. 
Spring mustered up courage to stick 
it out and he watched the seething 
heavens the ,night through.

WITH THREADS OF METAL. 


Tlnicl Fabrics and the More Costly Bro- 


cades of Gold and Silrer. 


Tinsel fabrics are the lower priced of 


the cloths into which gold or silver 
threads have been woven. In tinsel fab- 
rics the gold threads are of brass or cop- 
per, gilded, and the silver threads are 
of white m0tal. These threads of metal, 
originally fine wire, are rolled flat and 
burnished, and they glisten in the fabric 
wherever the pattern brings them to the 
surface. Tinsel fabrics are made about 
three-fourths of a yard in width, and 
they sell at 75 cents to $2.50 a yard. 
They come in various colors, and many 
of them are beautiful and artistic in de- 
sign. Some are copies of old Venetian 
tapestries. Tinsel fabrics are used for 
church and for theatrical purposes and 
sometimes for gowns and for decorative 
purposes. 


The costlier fabrics, with interwoven 


metal threads, are called gold and sil- 
ver brocades. In these the gold threads 
are of silver, gold plated, and the silver 
threads are of pur& silver; the body of 
the fabric is of silk. The brocades are all 
beautiful, and many of them are ex- 
ceedingly so. These fabrics are made 
about five-eighths of a yard in width, 
and they sell at various prices up to $25 
and sometimes as high as $50 a yard. 
The costliest of these fabrics are ijfcry 
rarely imported into this country, bro- 
cades at $10 and $12 a yard being about 
the highest priced used here. If more 
elaborate fabrics are required, they are 
usually imported to order. The finer 
fabrics, with metal threads, are made 
in France, the commoner kinds in Ger- 
many. 


Gold and silver brocades are here 


used almost exclusively for church pur- 
poses and chiefly for vestments. They 
are imported in red, violet aid green 
and also in black wifli silver threads, 
the black and silver being for mourning. 
Gold and silver brocades are also used 
to a limited extent for decorative pur- 
poses. 


Such fabrics and gold embroidery, 


often of the costliest description, are far 
more commonly used in Europe than 
here, both for church and for military 
purposes.—New York Sun.

SUD4NBRIDGEBUILDERS 


Experiences of the Men Who 


Spanned the Atbara River. 


DIFFICULTIES TO BE MABTEEED. 


One of the Creates*, Snperlntendent 


Bald, WM th» Lack of Skilled I*- 


I bor—Other* Were S«»d»torm« and 


Intense Heat-Wocked With Mercu- 
ry 130 In the Shade. 
The men who built the famous bridge 


over the Atbara river in fhe Sudan ar- 
rived in Philadelphia the other day. 
There are eight of them. 


The English' government wanted a 


steel bridge built for their military 
road in Kgypt, and they wanted it built 
In a hurry. No English or European 
constructors could be found with ca- 
pacity nnd quickness enough to put 
this bridge up In time. American man- 
ufacturers of bridges, the Pencoyd Iron 
company, contracted Feb. 6 to make 
this bridge in the time required. In a 
month and a day the bridge was com- 
pleted In all of its details at Pencoyd, 
in Montgomery county. It was shipped 
to the Sudan March 21. 


The eight men who have arrived 


home are C. J. Wennas, superintend- 
ent; Daniel McQuarrie, Thomas Mel- 
ton, P. Shaffner, James Murray, John 
Olsen, A. Aspenliter and B. H. Seig- 
fried. They • sailed from Kew York 
April 20 and arrived at the point of 
construction the last of May. Two 
months after the time of urrlval they 
turned the completed structure over to 
the English government, an almost un- 
precedented piece of engineering enter- 
prise. 


Mr. Wennas, who supervised the 


building of the Atbara bridge, tells a 
most interesting story of the experi- 
ences of the party in their work In th« 
Sudan. Following the bridge structure 
two weeks after its shipment from the 
United States, he arrived with his men 
at the place where the work began. He 
found there all the parts of the bridge 
as exported from Pencoyd, consisting 
of the structural parts of the seven 
spans, each of 150 feet, weighing 650 
tons. The cylinder caps were furnish- 
ed by the Pencoyd also. 


Mr. Wennas said to.a Philadelphia 


Times reporter: "The reasons why the 
English manufacturers could not un- 
dertake the contract was because of 
their lack of capacity to furnish the 
structural Iron at such a short notice. 
This is an Illustration of the Immense- 
ly superior capacity for manufactures 
In the^Jnited States. When we arriv- 
ed, we fouuu that there was absolutely 
no skilled labor to assist us, but an un- 
limited supply of convicts and some 
English soldiers whom we might util- 
ize. The nearest approach to skilled 
assistance which was offered to us 
were a few gangs of rivet drivers from 
Alexandria, who had been employed 
by the British government in this 
Work, but who were slow and far from 
well instructed. An Idea of the work 
which they were capable of doing may 
be obtained from the statement of the 
fact that six gangs of these people, 
each gang consisting of six men, were 
able to drive but 100 rivets a day. In 
the construction of work of this sort 
In America we expect one gang of four 
men to drive 150 rivets a day. 


"We were confronted with a choice 


between an almost innumerable num- 
ber of convicts at the government bar- 
racks, who worked at the muzzle of 
the soldiers' rifles and who had only 
one virtue, that of absolute subservi- 
ence to orders. These convicts were 
In nearly every Instance men who had 
committed either one or more murders. 
It was from a mass of such material 
that we were able to obtain an average 
of 200 workingmen per day, and these 
men, 
with the addition of a few Eng- 


lish soldiers, who were almost worth- 
less to us, and the few riveters from 
Alexandria, with our eight men, built 
the bridge. 


"The English engineers and the colo- 


nel in charge of the construction of 
the railroad to Khartum were skeptical 
as to our ability to put up the structure 
In the time specified. They looked at 
our eight men quizzically, but we lost 
no time and went right ahead, using 
the best material at our disposal. 
I 


was given the assistance of a sergeant 
In the British army who could speak 
English 
and who understood 
the 


Arabian language, which was the 
tongue known to the men whom we 
employed. Except this man and an- 
other interpreter sent from Alexan- 
dria and who was with us only oc- 
casionally we had no means of com- 
munication with the labor we had to 
employ. 


"The convicts were the most abject 


and cowed specimens of humanity to 
be Imagined. 
Physically they were 


almost perfect, some of them giants 
In proportion and of Immense strength. 
But they were lacking absolutely In In- 
telligence. Each could do but one par- 
ticular thing. 
If one of them were 


put to lifting a bar of Iron or a piece of 
structural steel on to a crane, he could 
not be depended upon to do anything 
more than, that one act. It often re- 
quired from 3 to 12 men to do the 
•work which one intelligent American 
would do In half the time. Our only 
advantage was In that the supply of 
mere numbers was inexhaustible and 
that, although fearful as a child of 
physical punishment, they were abso- 
lutely fearless In the management of 
the great machinery which they assist- 
ed in utilizing. 
' 


"The heat was Intense, being 130 de- 


grees in the shade very often. We did 
not work from 11 o'clock to 3, starting 
at 8 and stopping at G. The sand- 
storms were curious experiences, often 
enveloping os and all the work at the 
bridge In a cloud of dust which filled 
our eyes and ears and Interfered In a 
very serious way with everything for 
hours."

DEATH OF HORACE B, KIN6 


Well Known Here. Where He Lived 


Many Years 


Horace B. King of Springfield, who 


passed his boyhood and attended school 
in this city, and who lived here and was 
in business for some years, died yester- 
day at hishomein Springfield. Mr. King 
was very well known by many in the 
city, and the news of his death was a 
shock to all his friends. He died as the 
result of a slight wound received some 
years ago while duck hunting in the 
Adirondack^. It was on a cold, stormy 
day, 
arid just at the close of the day's 


sport two ducks came flying past the 
bliml. Hf raised the gun quickly and 
i ic- butt of the gun struck above the 
iAioulder; the fingers had become so 
numb from the cold that both triggers 
were pulled at once. The gun kicked 
and the hammer scratched his nose. 
He thought little of the wound at the 
time, but seveial years after the wound 
broke out gain, and his physic ian in- 
formed him that he had a cancer. He 
beg-an treatment at once, but the dis- 
ease wore on, and though a brave fight 
was made ,t \\as without avail. 


Mr. King was born in Jackso>n, Pa., 


in 1?39. He v.-as one of 10 children, eight 
of whom grew to maturity When he 
•\\as about six yeais old his parents 
m'C\ ed to this place, wheif he attend- 
ed the public schools. Later his parents 
gave him a two years' course in the 
academy at Chester, Vt. 


Wheni 1C years old he left home and 


secured a position as clerk in a genei al 
store in Pittsfiold. In 1836 he gave up 
this position and went to Savannah, 
CJo., where his brother-in-law conduct- 
ed an extensive cotton business. He re-

Two Minutes in Troy and Ten in Nort'i 


Benningion 


Troy had a good time yesterday, when 


Admiral Dew-ey passed through the city 
as reported in the telegraphic dispatch- 
es of yesterday. There A\ as a big- crowd 
at the station, and although the train 
stopped only two minutes, the retep- 
tion given the admiral was an enthu- 
siastic one. Admiral De^\ ey stood on 
the rear platform, and ^hen the train 
moved out the police could not move 
with it fast enough to keep the cro^\d 
from getting up very close to the plat- 
form and a sea, of hands 'were upraised 
in the endeavor to ?hake "just once," 
some pleaded, the hand of the hero of 
Manila bay. Dewey steadfastly refused 
however, referring to his hand and say- 
ing that it wap "shaken out.' 
The 


amateur photographers were om hand 
in large numbers, but could not get a 
good snap phot at the admiral. 


"While the train was stopped, one en. 


thusiastic woman broke through the 
line of police that surrounded the rear 
end o-f the train and with a "Hurrah 
for Dewey," she placed an envelope on 
the rear platform, which Dr. Webb, 
on whose car the party was, picked up 
ami handed to the admiral. He slit 
one- end of the envelope, but those in 
the great crowd were pushing- and haul- 
ing at such a rate, some even yelling 
for a speech, that the admiral's atten- 
tion was detracted fi om his letter and 
after holding it in his hand a f^v mo- 
ments he thrust it into his pocket. 


The train went to Rutland over the 


Fitchburg and BenningUm and Rut- 
land. True to his custom the admiral 
arrived at North Bennington ahead of 
his time today, his special train arriv- 
ing at 12.10 p. in. instead of 12.35 p. m., 
as scheduled. Several thousand persons 
were present and cheered heartily as 
the train pulled into the station. Tha 
admiral appeared on the rear platform 
of the train and bowed acknowledg- 
ment to the people and shook hands 
with a few.
